33. (New) An isolated nucleic acid primer for amplifying nucleic acid encoding a sequence 
of a mu3 opiate receptor having higher affinity for morphine than for DAMGO, wherein said 
primer comprises at least a 15 nucleotide sequence set forth in SEQ ID NO: 1 with or without a 
single nucleotide insertion, single nucleotide deletion, or single nucleotide substitution. 

34. (New) The primer of claim 33, wherein said at least a IS nucleotide sequence is set forth 
in SEQ ID NO: 1 without an insertion, deletion, or substitution. 

35. (New) The primer of claim 33, wherein said at least a IS nucleotide sequence is set forth 
in SEQ ID NO: 1 with a single nucleotide insertion. 

36- (New) The primer of claim 33, wherein said at least a 1 5 nucleotide sequence is set forth 
in SEQ ID NO: I with a single nucleotide deletion. 

37. (New) The primer of claim 33, wherein said at least a 1 5 nucleotide sequence is set forth 
in SEQ ID NO:l with a single nucleotide substitution. 

38. (New) The primer of claim 33, wherein said at least a 1 5 nucleotide sequence is between 
IS and 30 nucleotides in length. 
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
